The election on Monday, last was 
‘one of the keenest ever held in* We 
taskiwin, and a record vote was 
polled, no less than’ 705 exercising 
their franchise to vote for Mayor; 
Bruce D. Howatt, who hag -been an 
Alderman for. two years, . defeated 
Mayor H. J. Montgomery, 
‘completing his eighth 
year as chief magistrate of this city, 
by the very close majority of 21. 

A record vote was also polled for 
public school trustees, and when the 
votes were counted, it was found 
that Eli Moore, Dr. C. N. Gundeson 
cand H. G. Finch were elected. All 
the successful candidates were the 
nominees: of the Citizens’ Commit} 
tee.. There’ were two spoiled ballots 
in. the mayoralty contest, and fifty 
four spoiled ballots in the election 
for school. trustees, the most of 
these not being marked | for the re- 
quired number of candidates. 

Mr. Fraser issued 182 certificates 
to persons whose names did not ap- 
pear on the voter’s list. The re- 
sults of the elections are as follows:

The buyer looks only for trees of 
perfect form and for that reagon trees 
grcewvr on pasture lands are ‘Lest suited 
for the rurpose. Fir trees and black 
spruce are preferred. White spruce {fs 
not desirable because of an unpleasant 
odor. 

There is no fixed rate for trees. 
This varies considerably according to 
the size. Usually they are cut and 
tied in bundles of 1 to 5, taken to the 
station after trimming for a monetary 
consideration of between 25 and 35 
cents per bunch, retailing in the 
States for fifty cents to $2.00 each. 
From this it would appear that, as 
-usual, the-people pay .the.piper.for the 
handling of the trees from forest to 
the consumer. In -spite of the low 
prices,.:.however, -the New. Brunswick- 
er: considers”-Christmas” tree:*business 
good business as it gives him a mark- 
et for a farm product that would other- 
wise be unsaleable. If left to grow to 
maturity, these trees would not pro- 
duce commercial trees for any other 
industry. A carload of trees contains 


;from 2,000 to 2,500 trees, varying from 


five to fifteen feet in length, with an 
export. value of $200 to $350 per car- 
load. 


CHRISTMAS CARDS 


’ Christmas greetings are reaching 
;their destination, are being opened 
| and read. The answer to all this, or 
‘rather this is the answer to the post 
office department’s appeal to “speed 
post early 
and similar exhortation to avoid con- 
gestion of the postal service. 

It is not difficult to find persons 
who dislike this early mailing or at 
least early reception of messages in- 
tended for Christmas Day or its twi- 
light zone.

And there is the additional comfort 
for persons who prefer to receive 
their greetings nearer the holiday, 
that if the Christmas spirit is the 
delightful thing most persons admit 
it is, then spreading it over as much 
of the calendar as possible ought to 
be all the more delightful. If the early 
mailing of cards of greeting tap the 
reservoir of goodwill sooner than 
formerly, then the world is better for 
it. 

An entire year of the ebullitions of 
the Christmas spirit might pall after 
the first month or two, but it is vig- 
orous enough to endure a. fortnight 
and if within that period the world is 
a bit merrier, generous and consid- 
erate by the early mailing of Christ- 
mas cards, there really cannot be 
much complaint against the practice.

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Editors who are more interested in 
the circulation statement than in the 
social consequences of their work 
have long considered {t ethical to pub- 
lish all the news, whether it is fit or 
unfit for publication. But we feel 
that this is a distortion of the very 
meaning of the word ethics, It is a 
simple rule to substitute for good judg- 
ment and common decency. 

Every intelligent editor must sup- 
press .much-:news, Details of crime 
that .are suggestive, or repulsive, 
that stimulate unbalanced minds! 
to..deeds of -violence, -have no place 
in a well-managed =:journal:~. Accounts: 
of the indiscretions of youths, details 
of brutal acts that serve no purpose 
other than to satisfy the morbid curi- 
osity of immature minds—these and 
many other things that do happen in 
life have no place in a clean paper 
that seeks to have a wholesome infiu- 
ence on its community. 

Suppression of a plece of news is 
not unethical conduct per se on the 
part of an editor. Bverything depends 
upon the motive that prompted its 
suppression. Suppression of news is 
wrong if it is dictated by fera or 
favor. It is right if prompted by a de 
sire to make tthe paper a’ force for 
good in its community. 

Guided by this doctrine the editor 
of the Carter County Herald does 
sometimes suppress a piece of news. 
—Carter County (Ky.) Herald. 


WHAT TO DO IN AN EMERGENCY

T. Wlgert has finished his brushing 
contract for C. Thomas, 
CARE OF FOALS 
DURING THE FIRST WINTER 


(Iexperimental Farms Note) 

A little oxtra attention and care for 
tho foal during tho first winter will 
always prove profitable. It igs tho crit- 
{ent time in the animal's Ifo ‘and at 
no other age will proper feed and at- 
tention do as much to make a good 
horse, If stunted during the first 
winter the animal never matures to 
the size {t should. Unless the draft 
colt welghs 900 pounds or more when 
one yoar of age,there is little chance 
of hig ever weighing 1800 pounds. 

At from 4 to 6 months of age, de- 
pending on conditions, the colt should 
be weaned. If the mother has been 
re-bred the colt will. be better wean- 
ed at four months, thus preventing the 
possibility of a decrease in the vital- 
{ty of the next foal, while if the 
mother has not been re-bred, ig a 
good milker and her services are not 
needed, weaning may be postponed 
till six or even seven months. 

In the feeding of foals, feeds which 
tend to supply abundant bone and 
muscle-building materlal are of prime 
{mportance. Some of the best feeds 
to use for this purpose are good! 
quality oats, bran, oil-cake meal and, 
good clean alfalfa, timothy or western,
